Forthe'further declararion therefore of the true ule of this 
ceremony, and'for the removing of all ſuch ſcruple as might 
any way trouble the conſeiences of them who are indeed 
rightly religious, following the royal ſteps of our moſt wor- 
_ thy King; becauſe he therein followerk che Rules of the 
Scriptures, and the prattice of the Primitive Church + we do 
commend toall the true members of the Church of England, 
* theſe our direftions,and obſervations enſuing, 

Firſt, it is to be obſerved, that although the Fews,and Erh- 
nicks derided both the Apoſtles, and. the reſt of the Chriſti- 
ans for preaching, and believing in him who was crucified 
upon the Croſs : yet all,both Apoſtles,, and Chriſtians were 
fo far from being diſcouraged from their profeſſion by the 
ignominy of the crols.as they rather rejoyced.and triumphed 
in it, Yea,the Holy Ghoſt by the mouths of the Apoſtles did 
honour the name of the croſs. ( being hateful among the 
Fes) fo far;that under it he comprehended not only Chriſt 
crucified, but the force, effef, and merits of his death, and 
Paffion, with alf the comforts. fruits and promiſes which we 
receive or expett thereby. 

- Secandly,the honour,and dignity of the'name of the croſs 
hes vegar aireverend eſtimation even 1n the Apoſtles times(for 
_ ought thitEfiknown to Re COnLeary) of ne fign of the croſs, 
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which the Chriſtians PUN afibe-uſed Hallchbic in 
thereby making an outward ſhew;and profeſſion:even to the I 
aſtoniſhment of the Jews,that they were not aſhamed to ac- 
knowledge him for their Lord; and Saviour; who' dyed for 
them upon the croſs. - And this fign they did not only*ufe 
themſelvs with a kind of glory,when they met with any Zews, 
but ſigned therewith rheir children when they were Chri- 
ſtened,to dedicate-themi by that badge to his ferviee; whoſe 
benefits beſtowed upon them in Bapriſm, the name of the 
Crefs did repreſent. And'this uſe of the ſign of the croſs 
Baptiſm was held in che: Primitive Church, as well by: the 
Greeks as the Lacines, withone conſent, and great applauſe. 
At what time, if any had oppoſed themſelvs againſt ir, they 
would certainly have been cenſured as enemies -of the name 
of the croſs, and confequently of Chriſt's merits, the "figh 
whereof they could: no: better indure. This cortinuaLand pe 
neral uſe of the {ign of the croſs, is evident by many. teſt1mo« 
nies of the antient Fathers, | 

- Thirdly, ic muſt be confefled, that in proceſs oftime the 
ſign of the croſs was greatly abuſed in the Church 'of Rome, 
. eſpecially after that corruption of Phpery had once pottfeiſed 
it, But the abuſe of athing dothinot take away the lawfull 
uſe of it. Nay, ſofar'was it fromthe purpoſe of the Church 
of England,ro forlake,and rejett the Churches of hah, France, 
Spain,Germany, or any ſuch like Churches, in all things which 
they held, and pies that as. 5 the pin of the Charch 
of. 
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E229: c onflictions, wo he 
E of England confefſerh, it doth with reverence retain thoſe 
ceremonies which: do neither endamage the Church of God, 
- nor offend the minds of ſober men: and onely departed fees - 
them in thoſe particular points, wherein they were fallen 
both from themſelys in their antient integriry,and from the 
' Apoſtolical Churches which were their firſt founders. In 
which reſpe&, amongſt ſome other very ancient ceremonies; 
the ſign ofthe crols-in Baptiſm hath been retained in this 
Church, both by the judgment, and praQtice of thoſe reve- 
rend Fathers, and great Divines;in the days of King Edward © 
the fixt,, of whom ſome conſtantly ſuffered for the profeflion 
of the truth : and- others being exil'd in the time of Queen 
Mary, did after their return, in the beginning of the Reign 
of our late dread, Sovereign, continually defend, and uſe the. 
fame. This reſolution.and praftice of our C hurck hath-been 
allowed, and approved by the cenſure upon the Communion 
Book-in King Edward the fixt his-days, and by the harmony 
of confeſſion of later years : becauſe indeed. the uſe of this 
fipn inBaprtiſm,was ever accompanied Cel ſuck ſuffici- 
ent cautions, and exceptions againſt all Popiſh ſuperſtition 
and error,as in the like taſes are either fir or convenient, 
Firſt, the Church of England; fince the aboliſhing of Po- 
pery,hath ever held, and-caught, and ſo doth hold and teach . 
ſtill, char the-fign.of the croſs uſed in Baptilm, is no part of 
the ſubſtance of tharSacrament.
